When the mind is free, when the higher nature is dominant, a

terial goods. He no longer counts his wages in dollars and cents. 
"Getting on" in the world no longer signifies the mere accumulation 
of substance. He ecases to envet liis ri. ij^'hbor's property. Tli.' ncli 
man's garden belong to him more truly than to its owner, often, be- 
cause he has a finer sense of order and beanty. and a keener apprecin 
tion of nature's ways. 

Lord Haldane docs not mean that social and ucouomic wrongs 
should not be righted, the inequalities should not be removed where 
if is possible, and that society .should not eondeiun tendencies and 
forces which create or permit swollen fortiuies on one side and dire 
poverty on the otiier. 

ITo is (lealiiif: with that social ferment which is caused by ignor- 
ance, by want of rjijiit perspective, by false standards of measnn'ment 
result 11!,' n I Ik- him ry of nialeous envy. 

Lord Haldane .says; ' If a man has enough to g>'c hm a decent 
home and adequate leisure, he prefers the higher things of the min<l 
to the lower deliglits of material prosperity." 

Sidney Smith speaks of an education 'which will open the king- 
dom of thought .and all the bonndless regions of conception as an 
asylum against ihi' cnielly, injustice and pain of any lot." 

That thats is no mere fancy of the poet, pleasant to repeat but 
not a practical creed, has been demonstrated in the lives of thonsaniis 
of men wlio have lived aooonling to the rule and have enriched the 
world in doiiiK it. 

One of America s •.'reatesi philosophers wrote Imt few weeks ago 
"I prize civilization, being bred in towns and liking to hear and see 
what new things people are up to. T like to walk about among the 
beautiful tllin^^s that adorn the world. Ibit private wc'ilili I slioiilil 
decline, or any sort of personal possessions, because they would take 
away my liberty." 

This is the su])reirie (rift of education — it sets men free. The 
tyranny of things is destroyed. The leaden chains of low desires are 
broken.

Tiie 
trounble witli the world is, as Lord Haldane indicates, the aeeeptain e 
of false .standards due to the lack of education. Men work and earn, 
and Iieeoine, like the proverbial farmer, links in the endless chain of 
iiiore land, more corn, more hogs, more money, not knowing why they 
work and unable to enjoy what they acquire because they have never 
learned the secret of possessing the universe through the highest de- 
velopment of personality.
